Climbing  Roses  for  Trellises,  Porches,  Pergolas, 
Arbors  or  Just  the  Back  Fence. 

Everyone  is  familiar  with  the  Crimson  Rambler  and 
Dorothy  Perkins. 

Many  have  not  yet  realized  the  great  numbers  of  other 
Climbers  or  Ramblers  which  have  their  own  distinctive 
beauty. 

There's  the  Yellow  Rambler  or  Aglaia  with  its  double 
golden-yellow  flowers  in  large  clusters;  the  Gardenia,  or 
Hardy  Marechal  Niel  with  its  large  double  flowers  of  bright 
yellow,  whose  blooms  are  borne  in  large  drooping  clusters;

This  Climber,  however,  has  better  blooming  qualities,  a 
good  foliage  and  has  proven  hardy,  withstanding  heat  and 
drought;  and  last  the  (iloire  de  Dijon,  an  ever-blooming 
French  Climber,  claimed  by  many  to  be  tender,  but  not  so 
from  our  experience.  Its  fawn  tinted  salmon  and  rose 
blooms  are  fragrant  and  free  blooming.  It  is  one  of  the 
hardiest  teas  and  esteemed  by  many  as  an  old  friend.

Dorothy  Perkins,  of  the  well-known  pink,  shading  lighter 
as  it  blooms. 

Dr.  Van  Fleet,  one  of  the  best  Climbing  Roses.  Perfect 
bud,  long  and  pointed,  deep  pink  and  solid.  When  fully 
opened,  petals  are  light  pink,  shading  to  deep  pink  at  center. 
Foliage  an  especially  attractive  dark  glossy  green. 

American  Pillar,  large  single  fiowers,  cherry  pink  with 
clear  white  eye.  Canes  of  vigorous  growth  and  foliage  dis- 
tinctive and  decorative,  turning  from  dark  green  to  bronze 
in  Fall  and  early  Winter.
